SURE OMENS OF PROSPERITY. 


HE National City Bank of Chicago in its circular of 

March 1 rejoices that several hundred million dollars 
has been added to the purchasing power of the Western 
farming sections by the upturn of prices for farm products 
in the Chicago markets; and it adds: 

“This rise has brought cheer and good feeling to com- 
munities which only a few weeks ago were downcast and 
hard pressed. The movement shows that the farmer is coming 
into his own again, and he is likely to make a very much 
better showing on the year’s business than seemed possible 
a month ortwoago. * * * * * Jnasmuch as the farmer, 
and those engaged in closely related pursuits, are thought to 
represent the heaviest purchasing power in the country, it 
is obvious that these higher prices for farm products will 
ultimately lead to increased business.”

of a great economic truth, are now beginning to rejoice in 
the advance in prices. This advance will be continued if 
the powers that control the finances of the country do not 
make some other great blunder as they did during the whole 
deflation campaign. With the lessening of the pressure for 
liquidation, with freer credits, with a lower rate of interest 
by the Federal Reserve System, and a determination on the 
part of the Administration to reverse all of the policies 
which cursed the country with drastic breaking down of 
prices, there is now in sight the possibility of a wonderful 
revival in business, coming graduaiiy perhaps at first, but 
rising to a high tide of prosperity in the not distant future.

On then with better prices for manufactured products, in 
order that there may be a margin of safety and of profit to 
the farmer and to the manufacturer! And then all will be 
well.

Bartow, Ga., February 25, 1922. 
Editor Manufacturers Record: 

During the last two or three weeks there has been a very 
healthful and grateful improvement in the general agricul- 
tural conditions and prospects. This has been caused by 
a slight inflation of prices which has put new life into a body 
which was to all appedrances in a comatose state. The small 
boosting of commodity prices has almost performed a miracle 
—that of raising a body from the dead. 

Now this revival of business, small as it is, has been caused 
by means and methods diametrically opposed to the alleged 
only true and orthodox rules for prosperity which have been 
so blantantly press-agented by the Federal Reserve banks and 
certain deflating newspapers. Necessarily there ‘is much 
confusion and groping in the dark for the uninitiated. The 
governing forces of the banks consider themselves infallible 
and the editorial writers of these papers are peradventure 
omniscient. How can we explain a healthy revival of busi- 
ness which has been brought about by the so-called heretical 
doctrine of inflation as opposed to inflation? It is very diffi- 
cult of comprehension. 

The deflating papers have been in the habit for the last 
two years of inserting gleefully such news items as 
“Community Prices Continue Downward” or “Recessions Ex- 
ceed Advances.” Frequently they became so exultant over 
the universal calamity that was settling like a dense fog 
over the producing world that they had to let off steam in 
gusty and ebullient editorials on “Back to Normal’ and other 
such piffle. Why doesn’t their Olympian intellect teach them 
that nothing really and ultimately goes backward, but moves 
forward with a cosmic and implacable urgent force? 

Since an inflation of prices has begun to help business so 
wonderfully I am apprehensive that the exponents of the 
modern Moloch of selfishness will become alarmed over the 
discrediting of their cherished gods and begin another deflat- 
ing campaign. Deflation has become a monomania with them. 
Persons laboring under such an influence will stop at noth- 
ing but will gladly wreck the whole world to carry their 
point. As I feel certain that your journal has done more 
to counteract this vicious poison which has been injected into 
the body politic, my earnest solicitation is that you will let 
up no whit in your warfare, but will continue as implacably 
as they have. 

These banks, together with their following in the press, 
have the power and no doubt will use it to destroy what little 
commerce we still have unless they are shackled by an out- 
raged public. Such deflating papers as the Atlanta Consti- 
tution and the Atlanta Journal with the leadership of the 
Saturday Evening Post will take a very keen pleasure in sup- 
porting such a campaign, if we may judge from their policies 
of the recent past. 

As a little inflation has so wonderfully helped the producers 
and common people let us fight with renewed morale the 
agents of gloom and misrepresentation. If I can read public 
sentiment at all, this country is sick unto death of the false 
doctrine of deflation and starvation prices and is willing to 
embrace anything sensible with out-stretched arms, that will 
lead it out of the present financial slough of despond.

HOLD NOTABLE MEETINGS IN SOUTH THis 
SPRING. 


yeu ae the recent war period the greatest technical ex. 
perts in the land where studying and surveying every 
part of the country to take stock of our natural resources 
and to ascertain the best points at which these could be as- 
sembled for those things which would be needed in the suc. 
cessful prosecution of the war. These investigations were 
of significant benefit to the South, because perhaps never 
before had so many of the technical experts in every line 
so fully investigated what the South had and what could be 
done with its resources. Out of these investigations came 
the selection of Muscle Shoals as the place for the great 
synthetic nitrate plant; of Charleston, W. Va., for the armor 
plate plant, and of numerous other Southern points for 
chemical, explosive and other war industries—all of which 
were located in the South because this section was found 
to offer the best all-round advantages for them. 

It is a significant thing that following the war greater at- 
tention has been given to the South by the technical societies 
than ever before. Next month the American Chemical So- 
ciety is planning to hold its spring meeting in Birmingham. 
This meeting will extend from April 3 to 7. It will draw to 
Birmingham quite a number of the leading chemists of the 
country. On their way to the South a number of them will 
go by special train, which will stop at Kingsport, Tenn., 
Chattanooga and Muscle Shoals, to give those participating 
in this trip an opportunity of seeing at first-hand some of 
the important resources in the Appalachian region. 

The first week in May, the American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers will hold its spring meeting in Atlanta, Ga. This 
meeting is going to discuss many of the South’s industrial 
problems, especially those relating to waterpowers, the 
textile industry and the iron and steel industry. Following 
this meeting, side trips are planned for those interested in 
textiles to hold a special symposium at Greenville, S. C.; 
those interested in fertilizers and waterpowers a symposium 
at Muscle Shoals, Ala.; and those interested in forest products 
will assemble at Pensacola, Fla. 

During the last week in April, the American Electrochemical 
Society will hold its spring meeting in Baltimore. This 
society embraces in its membership the men who have by 
the development of electrochemical and electrometallurgical 
processes revolutionized many industrial practices and made 
possible a truly wonderful expansion in many chemical and 
steel industries. 

There is no doubt that these technical experts have planned 
their méetings in the South because they want to know more 
about this section. The business men of the South should 
see to it that these meetings are eminently successful from 
every standpoint. Not only should many of them attend 
themselves, but they should also send their own technical 
advisers, their chemists, their engineers and plant managers, 
so that by intimate and personal contact the greatest possible 
benefits to the South may come out of these notable gather- 
ings of the men who are relied upon for technical advice for 
the successful establishment and conduct of industrial enter- 
prises. An opportunity is offered for the South to obtain 
much from these meetings; an opportunity is equally available 
for the South to impart much knowledge as to its resources 
and advantages to those who will attend these meetings.

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The Mighty Empire of the South

UCH has been said in business and political circles about 
the development of foreign trade. But are we not 
becoming a little too obsessed with the idea that our future 
depends on getting the just-over-the-fence-sort of trade when 
we have abundant grass in our own pasture? Let us turn 
our thoughts to the proper development of our own country. 
In the South we have a mighty empire that is paying a hun- 
dredfold and more toward the country’s material advance- 
ment. Every dollar spent or invested in the South remains 
in the United States and adds to the wealth and prosperity 
of the whole country, both employe and employer benefiting, 
enlarging the marts of trade and creating an ever increasing 
prosperity to the enrichment of the producers of the North 
and West. 

In the following tersely presented facts of the South’s de- 
yelopment during the last decade are indications of the mag- 
nitude of the buying power of this section:

Development of water power in the South up to 1920 
amounted to 2,249,600 horse power, an increase of 1,257,659 
horse power since 1908. The maximum undeveloped water 
power of the South is estimated at over 8,000,000 horse power. 

Construction contracts awarded in the South last year 
amounted to more than $400,000,000, while during the year 
preliminary announcements including contemplated construc- 
tion projects involved an expenditure of nearly $1,000,000,009. 
These figures were compiled from the news items published 
from week to week by the MANUFACTURERS REcoRD. 

The deflated value of the South’s agricultural products 
is about $5,000,000,000, and though this is over $4,000,000,000 
less than the 1919 value of agricultural products in the South, 
it is nearly two-and-a-half times the value of the agricultural 
products of the country in 1880.

The value of exports through Southern ports for the fiscal 
year 1921 was over $2,294,189,000, or more than a third of 
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the value of the total exports of the United States, and $519,- 
205,000 more than the total value of the exports of the United 
States in 1910. 

National bank resources in the United States in 1900 were 
$5,048,000,000, while the South in 1920 had resources of 
$4,678,000,000; deposits in national banks in the United 
States in 1900 amounted to $2,506,000,000, while the South 
had deposits in national banks in 1920 of $2,666,000,000. 
Other bank deposits (state, savings, private, etc.) in the 
South in 1920 were $3,447,000,000, compared with $4,400,- 
000, the amount of deposits in all banks, excepting national 
banks, in the rest of the country outside of the South in 1900. 

The South is spending on public schools over $204,225,000, 
which is about five per cent less than the whole country spent 
in 1900, and $24,000,000 more than the rest of the country 
outside of the South spent at that time. 

The estimated true wealth of the United States in 1880

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BETTER MOVEMENT AND OUTLOOK IN IRON 
AND STEEL DESPITE SMALL PRODUCTION 
OF LAST YEAR. 


HE tide has turned in the pig iron and steel market. The 
demand for pig iron and for steel products is growing. 
One of the most interesting facts in this connection is the 
announcement of an advance in the prices of certain lines 
of steel. There are more inquiries for pig iron. If this 
condition was not now in evidence the figures for last year’s 
iron production would be somewhat appalling in their sig- 
nificance as compared with the production of former years. 
The output of our iron furnaces for last year was less 
than one half of that of the previous year and only 21 
per cent more than the output of 1900 or twenty one years 
ago. In these figures can be seen the starvation of industry, 
the starvation in the expansion of railroad facilities, and 
in the building of bridges and iron structures. 

No one should have been surprised at this tremendous 
falling off in the output of iron, and iron is indicative of the 
situation in many other lines of industry, for the drastic 
deflation of credit and of currency begun in 1919 and con- 
tinued for the next two years which of necessity brought on 
a chaotic condition in business and well nigh bankrupted 
this country, or as Moreton Frewen wrote us some months 
ago, well nigh bankrupted the univefse. 

The deflationists had their day, but let the nation rejoice 
that they have learned by sad experience what every in- 
telligent man might have known in advance. They well 
nigh wrecked the country’s business. The agricultural in- 
terests have been pressing upon public attention the fact 
that agriculture in the West and in the South alike has 
been bankrupted; but the farmers generally have not under- 
stood that industrial interests have shared with them in 
this destruction of prosperity. Despite all of the arguments 





udvanced by railroad officials about the hard times which 
railroads are having, the facts in regard to pig iron pro- 
duction, typical of nearly all other industries and of agri- 
culture, show that the railroads have fared well as com- 
parcd with other activities. 

It is we.l, therefore, however depressing the statistics of 
production of iron might have proven if the tide had not 
already turned, that in their publication we should be able 
to drive home upon the country the tremendous evil brought 
upon the nation’s business by the mismanagement of our 


financial system which has wrought wreck and ruin every- 
where. In contrast with the system that has prevailed here, 
it is important to quote what the Bank of France in its 


annual review of the business situation in that country 
has said of its own operations. In this report it is said: 

“It was the Bank’s duty to help the business world 
through this crisis and the Bank did not fail to do iis duty, 
No matter how intense the crisis became the Bank continued 
by discounting and rediscounting paper to meet all demands 
for legitimate amounts of credit. The Bank of France as- 
sociated itself with the other large private credit establish- 
ments in all efforts made by these latter to prevent a serious 
collapse of the market.” 

In the light of that statement as to what the Bank of 
France did, it is not surprising that France has been doing 
a marvelous work of reconstruction. Our country, unharmed 
by the war except to a limited extent, with resources so 
boundless in extent as to baffle description, has by unwise 
jinancial management entirely contrary to what the Bank 
of France says it has done in extending credit, has brought 
poverty and ruin everywhere. But let us rejoice that a 
change is coming about, that the policy inaugurated in the 
summer of 1919 for the definite purpose of breaking down 
prices and vigorously and aggressively carried on has now 
been reversed in part at least, and business begins once 
more to feel the breath of life.

Maybe so, since the former Chancellor of 
the British Exchequer is merely one of the most profound 
students of the subject in Europe, but we more than suspect 
that the McKenna opinion has at least one virtue—it is honest 
and he is not subsidized. 
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One Year of President Harding’s Administration. 


AVE there been accomplishments during the first year 

of the Harding Administration which justify the country 
in hoping that the dreariest days are past and the clouds 
are rolling by? 

It was the belief of this newspaper that no Administration 
in which business men and common sense had a part would 
follow for even six months the fatuous and destructive fi- 
nancial policy initiated by Secretary of the Treasury Glass 
and Governor Harding and carried to its most terrible con- 
summation by Secretary of the Treasury Houston. We said 
during the campaign, and we have repeatedly said since, 
that it would be useless to look for prosperity, futile to 
hope for an end of the era of ruin, until the fundamental 
financial policy of the Government was drastically altered. 

The nation lay crushed by a weight of debt, with the 
controlling authority declining to permit money or credit to 
circulate in adequate volume. After the overwhelming elec- 
tion of President Harding, with the verdict of the nation’s 
condemnation yet thundering on the world’s ears, Secretary 
Houston maintained his obstinate opposition to the func- 
tioning of the War Finance Corporation. He induced Presi- 
dent Wilson to veto an Act of Congress demanding the re- 
vival of the Corporation, which was only permitted to get 
to work again when that veto was overridden by both 
Houses, the Democrats in droves voting against their own 
President’s decision. 

Within four months after Mr. Harding went to the White 
House, he caused to be issued a public statement to the 
effect that one of the most constructive achievements of his 
Administration had been the lowering of the rediscount 
rate—in other words, an easing up of liquidation. We do 
not care how he did it. Some say he had no right to inter- 
fere with the Federal Reserve Board. There was none but 
himself, however, to take the deflation beasts from the 
throat of the country. We think he did what he did by 
the simple expedient of putting on the Board men of heart. 
of conscience, and of sense, within limitations. But no 
matter how it was done, it was done. 

He did not go far enough, that is true. President Harding 
ought not to have got warm in his White House chair 
before sending Governor Harding and his associate wreckers 
back to their homes. A major operation was needed in the 
Treasury. We do not believe that business can have or 
will have a full measure of confidence so long as Governor 
Harding remains in Washington. The Administration will 
have to answer for keeping him there. Likewise, the pro- 
cesses of relief have not gone far enough. There is no excuse 
for the rediscount rates that now exist. The warehousing 
of gold has become a national and an international scandal. 
So has the administration of the Federal Reserve System, 
with its extravagance, its mocking of the law, its arrogant 
disregard of morality and decency. But as compared with 
conditions when President Harding took office, the financial 
direction of the nation today is almost masterly. Legitimate 
credits can be got, and will be made more abundantly avail- 
able. The circulation, we are assured, will begin to expand. 
Many disastrous practices, such as the employment of the 
infamous progressive interest rate, have been virtually for- 
bidden by executive order. 

There has been progress, much progress. And this is 
true even though it is equally true that the post-catastrophic 
world, moving in business areas vaster than previously were 
conceived of, cannot and will not long endure financial ter- 
rorism or financial incapacity. The biggest fight econom- 
ically the world has ever known is just ahead. Years may 
be necessary before a final solution is reached, before a 
modern system of finance is evolved. Of that we are con- 


vinced, as are many of the world’s greatest economists, but 
let credit be given the Administration for having at least 
reversed the most devasting of the practices by the Federal 
Reserve Board before it took office. 

There is contention as to whether or not the War Finance 
Corporation has justified its existence. It has approved more 
than 5200 applications for aid from banking institutions of 
ene kind and another, involving loans to the amount of 
$187,500,000; $50,300,000 in loans to cooperative marketing 
organizations and has made advances to assist in the export 
of agricultural commodities in the sum of $37,500,000. The 
sums are vast, or would have been so considered a few years 
ago. They are in themselves an answer to the contention of 
Mr. Houston that the War Finance Corporation was not 
needed. How far the indirect effect of these advances has 
reached we do not know. But we hesitate to contemplate 
how much worse conditions would now be if the Corporation 
had been slaughtered, as Mr. Houston proposed. 

The President rejoices that the price of corn has risen in 
a few short months from 20 cents to 50 and 60 cents at 
primary markets; wheat has gone up from one dollar to 
$1.40; lambs have virtually doubled in price and hogs again 
are profitable. There is a price quoted for cotton and, 
better still, that price can be got for the actual cotton. Not 
so bad, considering the paralysis that existed. A quicker 
recovery, it would appear, than after previous panics. What 
does it matter whether the War Finance Corporation has 
been a contributing factor to the improvement, or the 
Emergency Tariff Act? The thing has been done. It is 
our conviction that unless the Emergency Tariff Act had 
been passed, the price of cotton seed today would not pay 
for the transport, peanuts would not be worth holding, the 
mother sheep would again be on the way to the slaughter 
house and corn would still be going into stoves instead of 
into the bellies of hogs. 

An achievement of the Administration which is little em- 
phasized and not generally appreciated is the comparative 
domesticity of its outlook, its parochialism, so to say. The 
pressure by international financiers has been great—too 
great—and the Administration in some respects has yielded 
too far. But little stock, for instance, should be taken in 
the achievements of the Washington Conference. That affair 
began with a prayer,in which the name of Christ was osten- 
tatiously omitted, and it quickly went outside the agenda 
to formulate some honest-to-goodness hybrid which is either 
an extension of the Anglo-Japanese Alliance or a meaning- 
less jumble of words. But every informed man in Washing- 
ton will say that it was either a conference or a war—an 
immediate war—with Japan. We recollect that President 
Wilson persuaded Congress to repeal the Panama Canal 
Tolls exemption on the ground of a compelling international 
emergency, which was later claimed to have been a war 
threat from Japan. We dislike either legislation or treaties 
under duress. The Anglo-Japanese Alliance could not have 
been renewed, if it meant what statesmen said it meant, 
unless England was our enemy. We believe that it is not 
within the authority of the President and the Senate, or of 
the President and the Senate and the House and the entire 
Government, legally to enter into an alliance of any kind. 
The genius of the Constitution is against it. But an agree- 
ment to retain the status quo among the islands of the Pacific 
is something less of an undertaking than a covenant to 
maintain by force of arms the artificial territori@l delimita- 
tions of a European map than no cartographer yet knows 
how to draw. 





The President, in his anxiety to bring an end to a satur- 
nalia of floating arsenals has let himself be persuaded to

smile as the Japanese plant their standards in half of Asia. 
That is a grievous error. We doubt, however, if the Four- 
Power treaty contains any alienation of sovereignty and the 
solemn declarations of the President in official declarations 
to Congress preclude the possibility, we trust, of the treaty 
ever being interpreted by foreigners hereafter to mean some- 
thing which it does not mean. If they are silent they must 
accept the President’s views. 

President Harding has reintroduced democracy into Wash- 
ington life. The White House has been changed from in- 
accessibility to the most accessible place in the capital. The 
rich entertain the President, but the President receives the 
poor. We think he has listened to more asininity in the 
past year than any President before him ever heard. And 
he has listened very patiently. The bores should worship 
him. 

The Administration is darkened by the prosaic dulness of 
its Main Street attributes. It has no elements of spectacu- 
larity, does not deal in mystery and suffers from the gratui- 
tous bootlicking of one or two correspondents, who are 
sycophants if such things ever were. Flattery is the Euro- 
pean open sesame when something is wanted in America. 
It is sometimes positively nauseating to read in a newspaper 
that Lord Somebody thinks some simple statement by Presi- 
dent Harding is the greatest of all known state papers. 
But the President himself reads the Marion Star, and that 
will never give him brain fever. A learned gentleman used 
to say that the trouble with the Government after the war 
was that it kept the country in a state of persistent agita- 
tation—too much nervousness, ungetableness, a sort of gov- 
ernmental locomotor ataxia. Senator Harding said President 
Harding would restore normalcy, not speaking lexicographi- 
cally. He has certainly produced in Washington itself an 
atmosphere that is severely normal. Congress, in fact, has 
become so normal that all the ancient tricks of delay and 
subterfuge are in the ascendant. It is a Congress of new: 
comers drilled by senility. For a time there was hardly an 
important committee of the Senate that was not presided 
over by some gentleman whose doctors and nurses ought to 
have been along. A palsied leadership, as some have called 
it, not with disrespect to men whose lives have meant much 
to the nation, but because the times demand such herculean 
labors that only those in the very prime of life can possibly 
meet the exigencies of endeavor in the Upper Chamber. 

The President himself is so unhurried,,so calm, so mentally 
unattuned to excitement, so drilled in political give and 
take, that perforce the capital has taken on his character- 
istics. He makes haste slowly. If the country needed time 
to digest some of the new meat it has eaten in the last seven 
years, as many thought was the case, it is having that op- 
portunity. President Harding is one of the best middle- 
of-the-roaders that ever sat in the White House. Brilliance 
makes good history books, but builds few nations. In its 
early days this country consistently refused to elect to the 
Presidency brilliant men, such as Webster and Clay and Cal- 
houn. It did better with leaders who had more gravity in 
their feet than in their heads. 

Trifling with the tariff bill has been disgraceful. The 
railroad situation has not been well handled, but much of 
the trouble was inherited, notably the Adamson Act. The 
Administration could do wonders for the general good if it 
would be as urgent in the matter of accepting the Ford 
Muscle Shoals offer and in authorizing the Great Lakes- 
St. Lawrence Waterway as it has been in the equally laud- 
able effort to upbuild a merchant marine. We want further 
evidence of achievement before we take the budget system, 
as worked out, too seriously. Indeed, the Administration 
has stumbled along in many respects, but it has muddled 
somehow into better prices for agricultural products, which 


—! 


means better business everywhere in the country, if muddling 
is a fair term. 

There are certain aspects to any Administration which 
may be called the imponderabilia—things not to be defined 
or described or weighed. The imponderabilia have been 
favorable to President Harding, as the capital is beginning 
to understand. The country will begin to appreciate this 
fact some months hence. Only bad news travels fast from 
Washington. 

We never believed Mr. Harding would take a panacea with 
him to the White House. Governments do not make pros. 
perity—it is just a question of how many impedimenta they 
put in the way of progress. A prime object of President 
Harding, we suspect, has been to get some of the obstacles 
cut of the way, roll them aside. The world has not been 
economically overturned. It has suffered from too much 
government and tov much politics. 

It is our policy to hit, and hit as hard as we can, when- 
ever we believe that some radical error is being made. and 
we care nothing about the party responsible. There sre a 
number of things about this Administration that need cor- 
rection. There will be more. The agricultural status, we 
believe, has not been permanently improved, because a na- 
tional agricultural policy has not yet been written inte the 
statute pooks, as an illustration. But this can be said 
with truth: Men are again beginning to hold up their heads 
and take notice. Initiative is receiving invitations. Indeed, 
it would take a mighty bad government indeed to make 
decent men despair of the United States. The people have 
always thought themselves bigger than the Government. 
President Harding is letting them prove that fact. That, 
we think, is in itself.a tremendous achievement.

UNCLE SAM AND LIBERTY BONDS. 


The MANUFACTURERS ReEcorp thinks the United States 
treasury should buy Liberty bonds whenever the condition of 
the treasury permits. Of course, taxpayers like to see these 
interest-bearing obligations retired as rapidly as possible. 
But the MANUFACTURERS REcoRD says that the treasury 
Department should never buy these bonds below par. 

Why? Why should Uncle Sam be required to pay more 
for such securities than the individual has to pay in the 
open market? It is true, of course, that those of us who 
have Liberty bonds want to see the price go up. But by 
the same token fortunate ones who have a little money to 
invest in the bonds like to see the price down when they go 
to buy. It seems to us that when Uncle Sam finds himself 
in a position to buy Liberty bonds and goes into the market 
to get them he should be upon absolutely an equal footing 
with every other purchaser.—Petersburg Index-Appeal. 

We are afraid the Index-Appeal has hardly given much 
thought to the ethics of bond buying. The United States 
issued its Liberty Bonds and used all the power of the press 
and banks and of the pulpit to persuade people to buy these 
bonds on the ground of patriotism and safety as an invest- 
ment, and then the United States Government, through the 
treasury department and the Federal Reserve banks did its 
utmost to break down the value of these #onds and then 
bought them in at the lowest price pcssible. 

The highway robber who knocks down his unfortunate 
victim in a lonely street and robs him of his money and his 
watch is “a gentleman and a scholar” in this act compared 
with the immorality of .the effort made by the Government 
to break down the price of its own bonds. The business man 
who tried to discredit his own integrity in order to buy up 
his notes below their face value, even though abundantly 
able to meet them, would be regarded as guilty of moral 
turpitude which would justly make him a fit inhabitant of 
the penitentiary. We believe the Index-Appeal is the only 
paper in which we have ever seen an attempt made to defend 
the break down by the Treasury Department and the Govern- 
ment of the latters bonds and then the purchase of those 
bonds at panic prices. 
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The Railroad Freight and Labor Question From Dif- 
ferent Angles.

The Railway Age on Railroad Difficulties. 
4 ie Railway Age, which ably represents the railway 
interests of the country, in a recent issue discussing 
“What is the Matter With the Railways and the Public” said: 

“It is at least as essential to the welfare of this country 
that the railways should prosper as that any other industry 
should prosper.” + 

And then it raises the question as to what it calls the 
“one big thing that is the matter with the railroads,” and 
on this point says: 

“When men make large fortunes in the manufacture of 
automobiles, kodaks, chewing gum, iron and steel and pub- 
lishing farm papers, almost everybody rejoices. Nobody finds 
fault because Henry Ford has become enormously rich in the 
automobile business, because Eastman has become rich mak- 
ing kodaks, because William Wrigley has become rich mak- 
ing chewing gum, because Charles M. Schwab has become 
rich in the steel business, because Senator Arthur Capper 
has become rich publishing farm papers. Such men are 
among our national herdes. 

“Why, then, if any man should now, become rich in the 
railroad business should he be generally denounced as a 
‘malefactor,’ as most of those who did make fortunes in the 
railroad business in the past were denounced ? 

“No railway officer would question that the statements of 
fact above made are correct. They know that in most im- 
portant respects the railways have been and are well man- 
aged. They know that the railways are one of the country’s 
very greatest assets. 

“Why, then, do so many people act on the assumption that 
the railways are the country’s greatest liability? 

“The railway business is the business of manufacturing 
transportation. No manufacturing business can be success- 
ful unless its organization is highly efficient, not only in 
production but in saiesmanship. If a concern year by year 
is making a larger and better product, is making it with 
relatively greater and greater efficiency and economy, and 
is selling it at less and less profit to itself, can there be more 
than one explanation of what is the matter with it? The 
true and only explanation must be that it is failing to ‘sell’ 
itself to its customers adequately, wisely and effectively. 

“What is wrong with the salesmanship of the railways? 
In a period when concerns of other kinds have spoken ex- 
tremely well of themselves in loud tones, the railways for 
the most part have kept modestly silent. In a period when 
many have exploited the great advantages of passenger and 
freight transportation by motor and water, the railways have 
hardly exploited the advantages of transportation by rail. 
In a period when many other industries have directly and 
indirectly attacked the railways, the railways have made no 
counter-attacks. They have stayed on the defensive or turned 
the other cheek. 

“In a period and in a country when and where advertising 
as a means of selling institutions and goods to the public has 
been used more extensively and in more original and varied 
ways than in any other time or country in history, the rail- 
ways have done relatively only a negligible amount of ad- 
vertising, and have done this almost solely to exploit the 
least profitable part of their business. Apparently, the largest 
expenditure that the railways ever made for advertising was 
in 1916, when it was $7,500,000. This was two tenths of 
one per cent of their total earnings. 

“The following are the percentages of their gross earnings 
spent for advertising in normal years before the war by 
certain concerns in widely varying industries: A large 
mail-order house, 10 per cent; two tobacco manufacturers, 
5 per cent and 6 per cent; a maker of phonographs, 5 per 
cent; a maker of paint, 314 per cent; a maker of cement, 2 
per cent; a maker of kodaks, 3 per cent; a maker of soap, 
3 per cent; a manufacturer of men’s collars, 3144 per cent; 
a manufacturer of men’s clothes, 2 per cent; four makers 
of automobiles, three-fourths of one per cent to 2.6 per cent. 

“These are typical examples. If the railways should spend 
in advertising a percentage of their total earnings equal to 
the smallest percentage mentioned in this list. their expendi- 
tures for advertising on the basis of their present earnings 
would be $42,000,000 a year. Their actual expenditures for 


advertising in 1920 were $4,140,000. Under normal condi- 
tions the amount spent for advertising to sell passenger auto- 
mobiles alone is six times as great as was spent in 1920 to 
Sell all the railroads and all their service to the public, and 
more than three times as great as the largest amount that 
the railroads ever spent. for advertising in any year. 

“The railways have many difficult and important problems 
to solve to which they are giving consideration. The most 
important problem they must solve, if they are ever to be 
allowed to earn reasonable profits, and if private ownership 
and management are to be perpetuated, is the problem of 
selling themselves to the public.” 

A few weeks ago the MANUFACTURERS REcorD in criticizing 
the inadequate work of the railways of the South in making 
known the resources of this section, said that all the rail- 
roads of the South combined did not spend as much money 
for publicity in telling about an empire of limitless poten- 
tialities covering one-third of this country, as many of the 
individual patent medicine, or tobacco houses, or soap-makers 
spend in their annual advertising campaign. 

We are glad to see that the Railway Age, which is in 
such close touch with the railways, voices the same thought... 

The trouble with the railroads for the last twenty years 
or more has been an utter disregard of the need of creating | 
a friendly sentiment on the part of the people through a pub- 
licity campaign which would reach the people direct, instead 
of trying to control legislation in state legislatures andi 
national congress. The railroads in this sort of publicity’ 
work failed to let the public fully understand their side of the 
case, and in making known the resources of the country 
tributary to them, have utterly failed in broadness of con- 
ception and intelligence of execution.

Their passenger departments have never expended 
one-half of the money, nor even one-tenth of what they should

Years ago the writer said to the general passenger agent 
of the Southern Railway that if any far Western road had 
on its line a territory such as that of Western Carolina, 
a region which could be reached only by that one line, it 
would annually spend a fortune in making known the wonder- 
ful attractions of that country. 

The same thing is true as to other parts of the South. 
The empire in extent, ten times an empire in resources, in 
untold billions of undeveloped wealth, in soil and climate, 
and minerals, and water powers, is the asset which Southern 
railroads have under their domination, and all of them 
together do not spend as much money as some cigarette manu- 
facturer or patent medicine vendor. 

To a large extent the same thing is true of the other rail- 
roads of the country, although the Pacific Coast and North- 
western lines have had a far broader view of their oppor- 
tunity, and a far more liberal spirit in the work than the 
roads of the South, controlled as they are by Eastern capital. 
We do not blame the officers of thse roads so much as we 
blame the owners of the controlling spirits in New York 
which dominate nearly every railroad in the South. They 
should furnish the money and foree the officers to use it. 

The Railway Age strikes straight at one of the great diffi- 
culties with the railroads, and that difficulty is their utter 
failure to understand how through publicity work to explain 
their difficulties and their needs to the public by sensible 
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advertising which could be made to bring them public favor 
and public appreciation of their difficulties, yielding a thou- 
sandfold of profit. 


A Farmer Opposed to Lower Freight Rates Until Lower Rail- 
road Wages Are Obtained.

‘Editor Manufacturers Record: 

I feel that you have paid me quite a compliment by publish- 
ing my letter of February 3, and more specially by the com- 
ments you make, but I feel in a way you are wrong when 
-you insist that railroad rates be lowered before wages are 
Aowered. I think you can easily see why the railroads have 
sa shadow—at least—of a right to charge high rates as long 
vas they have to pay high wages. And if, by some chance, 
the volume of business should so increase as to allow the 
railroads to live, you simply give Samuel Gompers a chance 
to say “I told you so, you can easily live and pay the wages 
we are asking—not only asking, but demanding.” 

Looking over carefully all you say you do not give a shadow 
of a reason for giving this arrogant union labor more than 
its share. Why should the negro brakeman—that goes by 
here daily—be given $250 per month, when we have just 
as efficient, intelligent and competent men on our farms work- 
ing from “can to can’t” at $1.25 per day, and the farmer 
making no profit on his labor at that price. 

Why blame the railroads when they have their hands tied 
—shackles on both hands and feet? One Board to tell them 
what wages they shall pay, and another Board telling them 
what rates they shall charge. The railroad labor is not all 
of it, but it is the keystone of the arch, and all other mechan- 
ical labor uses the railroad wages as a basis for a demand 
for their wages. 

First take this incubus from the railroads, then say to them, 
“Now you are free, meet the conditions.” With this keystone 
knocked out, the miner, carpenter, plasterer, painter, textile 
worker, implement builder, all makers of goods that the 
farmer must have would drop nearer the level of the farmer’s 
earning power and the farmer could keep a few of the dollars 
as pay for his 14 hour day labor. 

A friend from Kentucky, living at Winchester, a surgeon, 
visited me last week. The week before he had operated on 
a miner from the coal fields of Eastern Kentucky. He was 
a loader and said he made $15 per day and that a cutter 
made $20 per day. And yet the miner talks of striking, and 
the farmer first and last pays 40 per cent of these wages and 
the farmers’ earnings are less than half. Tell labor to stand 
its share of deflation.

The Kentucky coal miner was either lying as to his wages 
or his is an exceptional case for the great mass of coal miners 
are not making anything like $15 to $20 a day. Moreover, 
a large proportion of them have been idle much of the time 
for the past twelve months, 

The negro brakeman who is getting $250 a month is paid 
entirely too much. The MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD is just as 
anxious as Mr. Gaitskill to see the railroads freed from labor 
domination and the country freed from Gompersism, but it 
has been presenting the facts as it sees them in favor of the 
need of lower freight rates now. 

These discussions however are being published in order to 
bring light upon the issue and enable the country to see both

The industrial growth of the South—its amazing progress 
during the last decade, and its enormous potentialities in the 
next—will command national attention through the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers, which has selected Atlanta 
as the place of its big spring meeting which begins on May 8 
and continues through May 11. At this meeting, which is 
expected to draw a large representation of the society’s mem- 
bership of 16,000 seattered throughout the country, an elab- 
orate program will be carried out. The society, the president 
of which is Dean Dexter S. Kimball of Cornell University, 
is enlisting in this program the largest and most diversified 
engineering organization in the United States. 

Actively engaged in preparing for the events of the Atlanta 
meeting, which is to be one of the biggest engineering gather- 
ings of 1922, are more than 1500 mechanical engineers, who 
comprise the personnel of the society’s 67 technical com- 
mittees, 37 administrative committees, 51 local sections in 
different parts of the United States, 12 professionel divisions 
and numerous branch and special committees as well as the 
62 student branches of the society, which have a membership 
in various colleges and technical schools of about 3000. The 
professional divisions, representing the society’s spheres of 
definite technical effort, which will be reflected at the At 
lanta meeting by a series of addresses, papers, discussions 
and conferences, now have 8152 members, and the Atlanta 
events will mark a new era in their progress. 

The spring meeting at Atlanta is the first to be held by 
the society in the South since the New Orleans meeting in 
1916. Since that time engineering effort has vastly increased 
in the Southern states and with this increase there has been 
a quickening of interest in the big national engineering so- 
cieties such as the American Society of Mechanical Engi- 
neers, which is rapidly extending its influence to this region, 
which thereby is being brought into more intimate contact 
with engineering thought and achievement in other sections. 


Parallel with the industrial growth of the South has been 
the development of engineering interest in industrial prob- 
lems. This growth and this interest will be sharply evident 
at the Atlanta meeting, at which leading engineers from 
many cities will consider the South’s vital problems. The 
sessions will embrace the textile, steel and power industries 
as well as Southern management problems, a field in which 
the engineer is an increasingly important factor. 

The meeting will formally open at the University of Vir- 
ginia on Friday, May 5, when the engineers will gather to 
take part in the events lasting two days. The program at 
Atlanta begins on Monday, May 8, with registration and a 
meeting of the society’s council presided over by President 
Kimball. On Monday afternoon there will be a business 
meeting of the society and a session of the power test codes 
committee, which is at work upon an elaborate series of 
power test codes that provide national standards in this 
field. 

On the morning of May 9, a textile session, one of the 
most important of the meeting, will be held. Textile prob- 
lems, involving comparison of the white labor of the South 
with the foreign labor of the North, will be taken up. S. E. 


Gillespie of Dallas, Tex., will discuss “Cotton Ginning Ma- 
chinery.” H. E. Lindley of Atlanta will discuss “Increased 
Textile Production” and E. H. Marble of Worcester, Mass.. 
will deliver an address upon “The Maintenance of Textile 
Machinery.” Arrangements for the textile session are being 
made by the textile division of the society, of which Charles 
T. Plunkett of Adams, Mass., is chairman. 

The materials handling division, one of the rapidly growing 
divisions of the society with a membership of several thous- 
and, will hold a session also on Tuesday, May 9. The prin- 
cipal speaker will be F. L. Leach of New York, who will make 
an address on “Materials Handling Equipment as Used in 
the Iron and Steel Industry.” National problems of the steel 
industry will come up at this session which will be in charge 
of Robert M. Gates of New York, chairman of the materials 
handling division. 

On Tuesday morning the Power Test Codes Committee 
will hold a public hearing. Fred R. Low of New York, will 
preside. Mr. Low is chairman of the main committee on 
power test codes, which was reorganized in 1918 to revise 
and enlarge the power test codes of the society, which con- 
stitute a “common law” for the nation in this branch of 
engineering effort. Public discussion and favorable action 
by the council, the supreme governing body ,of the society, 
are requisites to the formal adoption of any of these codes. 
Nineteen individual committees are working with the main 
committee in the preparation of the codes. 

On Tuesday afternoon, an extensive social program will 
provide opportunity for Southern engineers to meet the en- 
gineers from other cities. 

On Wednesday, May 10, the machine shop division, of 
which F. O. Hoagland of Worcester, Mass., is chairman, will 
hold a session. The speakers will be L. B. Jenks, Crompton 
& Knowles Loom Works, Worcester, Mass., whose topic will 
be “Weaving Machinery ;”’ Joseph Davidson, International 
Vegetable Oil Company, Atlanta, “Hydraulic Pressure as 
Applied to the Extraction of Oil from Vegetable Matter ;” 
F. BE. Banfield, Jr., of Newton Upper Falls, Mass., “Modern 
Shop Methods Pertaining to the Manufacture of Revolving 
Flat Cards.” 

The fuels division, headed by Prof. L. P. Breckenridge of 
the Sheffield Scientific School of Yale University, will, on 
Wednesday morning hold one of the most interesting sessions 
of the meeting: F. G. Cutler of Ensley, Ala., will present a 
paper on “Reduction of fuel wastes in the Steel Industry.” 
E. A. Uehling of Milwaukee, Miss., will speak on “Relation 
of Combustible Elements of Coal to Oxygen Content.” C. W. 
PB. Clark, power engineer of the Dwight P. Robinson & Co., 
New York, will discuss “Boiler Room Performance and Prac- 
tice at Colfax Station of Duquesne Light Company.” 

Wednesday afternoon there will be excursions to points 
of local interest. 

R. A. Wentworth of Long Island City, N. Y., will direct 
a session of the management division on Thursday morning, 
May 11. Management is a field in which the engineer is rap- 
idly acquiring prominence, the recent report of the American 
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engineering council’s committee on elimination or waste in 
industry, giving international emphasis to the expansion of 
engineering -activity. 

At this management session, “Comparison of Southern 
White Labor with Foreign Labor of the North,” will be dealt 
with by F. H. Neely, works manager of the Fulton Bag & 
Cotton Mills, Atlanta. George S. Harris, president of the 
Exposition Cotton Mills, Atlanta, will take up the general 
subject of “Management in Textile Plants.” E. A. Lucey of 
New York will speak on “Reducing Costs in Textile Mills by 
Increasing Production.” 

A. G. Christie, professor of mechanical engineering in Johns 
Hopkins University, will direct a session of the power divi- 
sion of the society on Thursday morning. Charles G. Adsit, 
consulting engineering of the Georgia Railway and Power 
Co., Atlanta, will tell of “Power Development in the South- 
east.” John A. Sirnit of Birmingham, Ala., will deliver an 
address on “New Developments on Hydro-Electric Design,” 
and ©. A. Mees of Charlotte, N. C., will deseribe “Economics 
of Water Power Development.” <A report upon efficiency 
tests of a 60,000 kilowatt cross-compound triple-cylinder steam 
turbine by H. B. Reynolds of New York and W. F. Hovey of 
new York, will be presented. 

A symposium on welding is scheduled for Thursday. R. J. 
Roark, assistant professor of mechanics, University of Wis- 
consin, will present a paper on “The Strength of Electrically 
Welded Pressure Containers.” S. W. Miller of Rochester, 
N. Y., president of the American Welding Society, will be 
another speaker. 

The opening events at Crarlottesville, Va., are being ar- 
ranged in co-operation with the Virginia section of the so- 
ciety. Two days will be spent there and papers on engineer- 
ing education, it is planned, will be presented jointly with 

‘the Society for the promotion of engineering education. 

At the close of the Atlanta meeting on May 12, the members 
of the society will divide into groups for observation tours 
to different points of the South. Those interested in steel 
manufacture dnd the production of power will adjourn to 
Birmingham for May 12, and on the following day visit the 
Muscle Shoals development. Those interested in textiles will 
gather at Greenville, S. C., on May 12 and on the same day 
members of the forest products division will assemble at 
Pensacola, Fla. In these places industrial plants will be 
visited and Southern engineering progress noted. 

In ‘connection with the Atlanta meeting a wide range of 
interests supplementary to the regular technical effort of the 
society will be evident. Informally, the society’s participa- 
tion in ‘public service projects will come up. The American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers, in addition to its purely 
technical side, is engaged in promoting the public interest 
wherever engineering training and experience is useful. 
The society was one of the chief sponsors of the movement 
to reorganize the United States Patent Office. Legislation 
embodying patent office reforms for the protection of American 
industry and invention has been enacted into law. 

Government reorganization, notably the project to co-ordi- 
nate the immense public works functions of the Government 
under a single department; international organization of 
engineers to promote world peace and professional ideals, 
and the establishment of adequate standards of engineering 
education in the tniversities are other examples of this 
society’s progress as a great national institution dedicated 
to the highest interest of the state and of mankind. 

Research, standardization and engineering federation are 
still other matters which engage the society’s efforts. Its 
professional divisions, local sections, student branches and 
numerous committees are growing in both numbers and in- 
fluence and through such agencies as the boiler code com- 
mittee, whose standards are law in 20 states, and definite 
standards are being set up for the nation. 








High Freight Rates and the Steel Industry. 

The sixth annual report of the Midvale Steel and Ordnance 
Company, signed by A. C. Dinkey,-president, and William E. 
Corey, chairman, says: 

“The effect of abnormal freight rates on the consumer of 
steel products has been to increase both the cost of manu- 
facture (which, manifestly must be reflected in the Selling 
price eventually), and the prices at point of consumption. 
While the cumulative amount of freight charges in a ton of 
steel is always an important item, the rise in the last few 
years has been alarming. To New York, for example, in 
1913, the transportation amounted to $10, or 30 per cent of 
the delivered price of a ton of plates; today it is $19.07, or 
53% per cent of the price paid by the consumer. This has 
localized his sources of supply and thus materially limited 
his opportunity to purchase in competitive markets. 

“Wage rates at the mills and furnaces during the war 
period and later were advanced approximately 180 per cent, 
This rate has since been substantially reduced, but is still 
47 per cent higher than the pre-war rate. * * * 

“Railroad prosperity and national prosperity are one 2nd 
inseparable. We are certain that high freight rates are the 
principal factor in preventing a return to normal conditions, 
not only in the steel business, but also in the general business 
of the country. The railroads claim that they cannot reduce 
rates unless they are relieved from the oppressive restrictions 
imposed by the Federal Government and the States. We will 
not now venture to predict when this situation will be rem- 
edied. It is certain, however, that ‘until adjustments sare 
made to conform to peace conditions, no industry, in which 
transportation is a large factor, can prosper. This is par- 
ticularly true of industries which handle large quantities 
of raw materials. 

“Every individual interested in the prosperity of the coun- 
try at large should urge his representatives in the State 
Legislatures and in Congress to throw their influence into 
the scale against all artificial restrictions imposed by these 
agencies which hamper the free operation of economic laws.” 

The consolidated statement of income says that net earn- 
ings from operations for 1921, (after deducting all expenses 
incidental thereto, including ordinary repairs and mainte- 
nance amounting to approximately $7,000,000 and for Federal 
taxes), were $1,215,609.05 to which being added income 
on securities, commercial interest and discount, etec., made 
a total income of $2,860,176.83. Following deductions the 
net loss for the year after providing for losses applicable to 
minority interests was $5,313,513.20. Dividends declared and 
paid during the year amounted to $1,000,000 and the surplus 
unappropriated on December 31, 1921 was $53,551,936.32. The 
total assets of the company are upwards of $270,700,000. 

In the annual report of the Republic Iron and Steel Co.. 
Youngstown, O., John A. Topping, chairman, says: 

“Freight charges, a large item of cost in iron and steel, 
(due to the fact that it requires five tons of inbound mate- 
rial for the production of one ton of outbound shipment), 
were maintained throughout the year on a war basis, these 
rates being about double pre-war rates; in consequence of 
this abnormal condition freight charges now represent about 
50 per cent of the cost for producing crude products of iron 
and steel, and until this blockade against further cost re- 
ductions is lifted by freight rate reductions, neither normal 
costs nor normal demand for iron and steel can be expected.” 

Again he says: “Normal conditions of business in iron 
and steel, however, are not expected until after substantial 
reductions have been made in freight rates and of labor 
costs in the coal mining and building trades, or in these in- 
dustries war schedules are still maintained, notwithstanding 
the reductions made in the general cost of living and of labor 
costs in most all other fields of activities.”

Pulp and Paper Mill Nears Completion—Operations 
to Begin Soon. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 11—[Special.]—The work of con- 
verting a portion of the big gun-cotton unit at the Old Hickory 
Powder plant into a pulp and paper mill by the Nashville 
Pulp and Paper Corp. is progressing rapidly, and it is 
anticipated that the plant will be ready for the production 
of Kraft pulp within the next six weeks. Work has been in 
progress since October, 65 men being employed. Three new 
steel buildings are being erected in addition to remodeling 
the interior of a huge cotton purification plant, which forms 
the neucles of the pulp plant. A finished paper mill will 
be installed later with two machines of 30 tons capacity each. 
The raw material will be Southern pine shipped from a large 
acreage, south of Nashville. 

The main building will be three stories high, of steel and 
concrete. The new buildings with the exception of the 
power house will be two stories high and of similar construc- 
tion. Eight large digesters, or cookers, are housed in the 
main building, which is also equipped with wash and blow 
tanks, agitators, stuff tanks and evaporators, all of which 
was used previously in the manufacture of gun-cotton. 

The first new building erected a room 60 by 75 feet, to 
be used for preparation of the wood. Bark will be removed 
and the logs reduced to chips, and conveyed to the main 
building for cooking. The second new building is 90 by 100 
feet, known as the recovery building, where about 90 per 
cent of the value of liquor used in cooking and pulping is 
recovered from the waste solutions The causticising build- 
ing. where the cooking liquors will be prepared. will be 45 
by 85 feet, contain_ng tanks, mixing apparatus, ete. A large 
portion of the equipment has already been installed. 

The power house will contain two 500-horse power boilers, 
to furnish steam for cooking and processing. All machinery 
will be electrically operated. The plant will be one of the 
most modern ever erected in the South. 

Construction is under the direction of R. J. Cullen, president 
and general manager of the company, who has had wide ex- 
perience in the building and operation of such mills. 





$300,000 Improvements to Carolina Power Plants. 

Asheville, N. C., March 11—[Special.]—In order to meet 
the increased demand for electrical power in this section the 
North Carolina Electrical Power Co. is adding a 1200 horse 
power unit at the Weaver plant and an 8000 horse power 
steam turbine unit at Elk mountain. according to Charles FE. 
Waddell, engineer. The improvements at the Weaver plant 
will be ready some time this month; at the other plant about 
June 1. he steam plant is provided for emergencies and 
for use when the water is low at the second plant. Approxi- 
mately $300,000 is involved in the work under way. 





Muskogee to Have Its Biggest Year in Building. 

Muskogee, Okla.. March 13—[Special.]—The city’s most 
ambitious building program will soon be under way in volume. 
Four county bridges are planned at a cost of $640,000, and 
these will open up a wide trade territory. The Soldiers’ 
Memorial Hospital at Honor Heights will cost $500,000, and 
adjoining this state-federal institution a $150,000 structure 
will be erected by the city. The Muskogee Refining Co., is 
planning the expenditure of $250,000 in improvements to its 
plant. Miss Rose Bennett has interested Eastern capital in 
the erection of a $250,000 hotel, three stories high containing 
from 200 to 300 rooms. 

The state will spend $50,000 on the School for Blind. At 
Bacone College $150,000 will be expended for new buildings 





and improvements. The county will spend $250,000 for hard- 
surfaced roads. A new ice and cold *torage plant is being 
erected by the Southern Fish and Oyster Co. at a cost of 
$40,000. A Catholic church building costing $150,000 is being 
planned, and the First Baptist Church plans a $75,000 struc- 
ture. A movement is on foot to erect a combined courthouse 
and city hali to cost $500,000. Residence and similar con- 
struction together with small business houses during this 
year is estimated to cost $1,000,000, and expansion of local 
industries will necessitate a big expenditure in the aggregate.

$7,000,000 Syrup Factory Now in Operation. 

Kansas City, Mo., March 13—[Special.]—Following weeks 
of preliminary tests the $7,000,000 syrup refinery of the Corn 
Products Corp. in North Kansas City is in operation. The 
plant opened with a full force of employees, producing syrup 
and a by-product in the form of cattle feed. It employs 
about 600 persons, and will use approximately 20,000 bushels 
of corn daily. When the plant opened there were in storage 
about 240,000 bushels of corn. The plant covers 75 acres, 
embracing a score of separated buildings and units. A large 
acreage is reserved for future expansion. Eight miles of 
switch tracks are provided, in addition to miles of gas, water 
and electric lines, sufficient to serve a city of 20,000 to 30,000 
inhabitants. 


Houston Forges Ahead in Home Building. 

Houston, Tex., March 11—[Special.]—According to figures 
just compiled by the city engineer’s department Houston holds 
first place in home construction among the cities of the 
State. For the first eight months of the year permits have 
been granted. for houses costing approximately $1,235,000. 
Dallas and San Antonio stand in the order named in home 
building. During January 200 house permits involving $600.- 
000 were issued and close to that number were issued last 
month. Last year 1888 houses were bulit here, but indica- 
tions are that this number will be far exceeded this year. 


First Export Shipment of Texas Sugar. 

Houston, Tex., March 18—[Special.]—Initial shipment of 
export sugar through this port, marking also the first export 
shipment of the product from a Texas refinery, will be made 
by the Imperial Sugar Co. at Sugar Land some time this 
month, according to an announcement by the Chamber of 
Commerce. It will amotnt to 5000 tons consisting of 105,000 
bags. The sale was consummated some days ago but the 
destination will be unknown until shipping instructions are 
received. 


Soil Pipe Company Organized. 

Anniston, Ala., March 13—[Special.]—The Rudisill Soil 
Pipe Co. has been organized by H. P. Rudisill, mayor of the 
city, as president, J. M. Eastham, vice-president and W. C. 
Wilson, secretary-treasurer. Pipe is being produced, the new 
company having taken over the Eastham pipe plant which 
was built two years ago. Upwards of 75 men will be given 
employment. 


Bids Requested for Nurses’ Home at Shreveport. 

Shreveport, La., March 4—[Special.]—J. Y. Snyder and Sey- 
mour Van Os, architects, are preparing plans for a home 
for student nurses at the Charity Hospital here. It will 
be a T-shaped structure, 104 by 115 feet, three stories high 
with basement. It will have a reinforced concrete frame 
with brick walls. Bids will be*opened March 18.

These 
total $24,493,669 for February and $24,199,736 for the pre- 
ceding month. In the second month of 1921, permit valua- 
tions in 65 cities aggregated $18,661,663 compared with $24,- 

493,669 for February, 1922 
Similarly contracts awarded on construction projects total- 

ed $35,774,174 in February while the total valuation of con- 

tracts awarded during the first month of the year was $21,- 

143,479. Contracts actually awarded last month were treble 

in value those of the corresponding month last year, and the 

number of new projects announced for early construction 
are correspondingly high in valuation compared with the 
totals for the same periods last year. 

March started off with a strong demand for permits. Build- 
ing inspectors predict that the construction program in the 
South will be under way in volume by April 1 and that the 
year will be one of intense activity in construction of every 
character. 

Nine Southern cities had a permit valuation of over $1,- 
000,000 each last month as follows:—Birmingham, $1,189,- 
576; Washington, $1,556,979; Atlanta, $1,047,429; Baltimore, 
$2,068,920; Kansas City, Mo., $1,022,450; St. Louis, $1,285,- 
735; Memphis, $1,529,610; Dallas, $1,617,010; and Richmond, 
$2,284,942.

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THE IRON AND STEEL SITUATION 


Annalysis of 1921 Pig Iron Production. 

Pittsburgh, March 11—[Special.]—Pig iron production in 
1921 is officially reported at 16,688,126 gross tons, substan- 
tially equal to unofficial estimates previously made. The 
year made a new record for badness, since in point of time 
i: showed the smallest production in 13 years, while pro- 
duction in 1908 was the smallest in seven years, production 
in 1894 the smallest in six years and production in 1876 the 
smallest in five years. Last year’s production was 55 per 
cent under the production of 1920 and 58 per cent under 
the record production, made in 1916, while it was 37 per 
eent of the 45,000,000 tons now estimated as the capacity, 
the estimate being based on actual production in 1916 plus 
an allowance for new construction. 

A larger percentage of the existing pig iron capacity is 
competitive than has even been the case before, because with 
the progress of the industry improvements have naturally 
been less important in recent years, whereby the percentage 
of obsolete or partly obsolete furnaces is low. Furthermore, 
there is a balancing by the older furnaces having much lower 
capital charges than the newer stacks. Finally, a larger pro- 
portion than ever before of the capacity is owned by com- 
panies which have raw materials of their own and thus can 
telescope profits. Very active competition among sellers 
rather than among buyers is therefore to be expected. 

The very low production of 1921 is a phenomenon prac- 
tically impossible of repetition, for at the beginning of 
the year there were large stocks of manufactured goods and 
some stocks of steel as well, and these had to be liquidated. 
With this liquidation completed trade is on a more normal 
basis, and present production of pig iron, which is at a rate 
30 per cent above the average rate in 1921, probably reflects 
current consumption, while in 1921 production was less than 
consumption. 

The monthly ingot report shows that in February the 30 
steel companies which make monthly returns produced 1,- 
742.345 gross tons of steel ingots, against 1,593,482 tons in 
January. Annual rates of production by the industry as a 
whole may be estimated at 19,750,000 tons in December, 22, 
750,000 tons in January and 26,850,000 tons in February. 
The bare figures do not reflect the remarkable increase in 
production that occurred in two months, for the rate was 
well under 18,000,000 tons at the close of December and had 
attained 29,000,000 tons by the end of February, indicating a 
gain of about 70 per cent, while the 29,000,000 ton rate is 
25 per cent above the rate of last autumn, when the liquida- 
tion of stocks in buyers’ hands was regarded as practically 
complete. The present rate is equal to 55 per cent of esti- 
mated capacity. 

There has been no material change in the volume of steel 
demand in the past fortnight, conditions in general having 
been quite steady. Part of the increase in steel buying in 
the past few weeks is perhaps attributable to fear of buyers 
that deliveries of steel may be curtailed after April 1 on 
account of the expected suspension of mining at the union 
bituminous coal mines, but steel mills regard this as unlikely. 
They are probably carrying an average of about one month’s 
coal supply, while open shop mines constitute more than 30 
per cent of the total capacity, and the total capacity is well 
in excess of current requirements. 

One of the most aggressive sellers of bars, shapes and 
plates in the past few weeks, the Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Company, announced last Tuesday an advance in its price 
to 1.50c. Competitors estimate that it accumulated enough 
business to carry it for 60 days at its present rate of opera- 
tion. Other producers would like to follow suit but it is 
difficult to pile up backlog business these days when buyers 


usually insist on prompt shipment against orders they are 
willing to place. The market has been 1.35¢ to 1.40¢ in the 
past few weeks. Nails are reported quite steady at $2.40 
while sheets continue their remarkable firmness at 3.00e 
for black and 4.00c for galvanized. 

The Steel Corporation’s unfilled tonnage decreased by 100 
069 tons in February, against a decrease of 26,376 tons mm 
January. The February decrease indicates that there was a 
loosening up in contract tonnage long on books, resulting in 
actual shipping orders. Shipments in January were about 
47 per cent capacity, while the decrease in unfilled to nage 
was 2 per cent, indicating that new bookings were 45 per cent 
of capacity. February showed shipments of about 57 per 
cent, with unfilled tonnage down about 8 per cent, so that 
new bookings in February were approximately 49 per cent, 
an increase of about one-tenth over the January rate

Pig Iron Sales Increasng—Larger Aggregate. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 13—[Special.]—Blast furnaces 
being blown in, pig iron sales more unmerous and beginning 
to show some aggregate, inquiries coming in for the various 
pig iron and steel products turned out in this district, are 
bringing about a better feeling in the industrial section of 
Alabama, The Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Company 
blew in two blast furnaces this month and the work on the 
No. 1 furnace of the Ensley plant is to be rushed, when com- 
pleted the expectations being that this will be the largest 
producer of pig iron in the South. The sales of pig iron are 
still in small lots, though every now and then orders for 500 
to 1500 tons are being booked. 

The Alabama Company is only in the market right now for 
pig iron for delivery for the next three months; immediate 
delivery iron business is not being sought. The Tennessee 
Coal, Iron & Railroad Company now has five furnaces at 
Ensley in blast with the Alice, in the city proper, making 
basic iron and all departments of the big corporation on steel 
doing more or less, in some mills, such as rail, steel tie plates, 
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etc. There are efforts being put forth to get the maximum 
output. Steel rail is being produced on a greater pace than 
ever before in this district and shipments are equal to the 
ourput. The Japan order for rail has not been completed 
while some of the domestic railroads are now expressing 
willingness to take on some of the rail they have ordered. 

ast iron pipe business in the Birmingham has been show- 
ing steady gains. The high pressure pipe business of the win- 
ter has been nothing short of phenomenal, and lettings are 
being announced almost daily which will require considerable 
tonnage. The melt of pig iron at these industries is on the 
increase, the same being said of the soil pipe industry, building 
operations throughout the country taking on more and more 
impetus and requirements of soil pipe and fittings improving 
right along. 

Foundries and machine shops of the district are reporting 
some business coming in specifically George M. Morrow, Jr., 
executive officer of the Birmingham Machine and Foundry 
Company. A nice little shipment of sugar machinery has 
just been made to Peru, several car loads of machinery have 
been shipped into Mexico, while Cuba is beginning to make 
inquiries once again. Louisiana has placed some business. 

There is a better.demand for steel wire and wire products. 
Cast scrap is in better demand as foundries producing high 
pressure and soil pipe increase their output, A shortage of 
cast iron borings is reported by reason of foundries not pro- 
ducing the product. All old material prices are still weak. 

The coal production in Alabama continues showing im- 
provement and not more than 25,000 tons difference is noted 
in the weekly output today and under normal conditions. The 
production has gone over 278,000 tons a week.

Comprehensive Study of Birmingham Iron Ores. 

At the Southern Experiment Station of the Bureau of 
Mines, Birmingham-Tuscaloosa, Ala., the problem of the 
treatment of the iron ores of the Birmingham district, has 
been divided into three parts as follows: 

a. A detailed economic study will be made of the whole 
iron and steel industry in the Birmingham district, from the 
ore in the ground to the finished product. 

b. What proportion of the gangue material associated 
with the iron ore of the district should be removed in ore 
dressing plants. 

ec. What proportion of the gangue of the iron ore of the 
district should be removed in the blast furnace for the most 
efficient practice. 

A detailed study will be made of the methods of mining, 
handling and concentration of the ores, which will in turn 
be correlated with the studies on furnace practice and the 
use of coke best adapted to the treatment of the ores. The 
intention is to prepare a report covering the economic features 
of the iron ore industry of the Birmingham district, par- 
ticularly with respect to the utilization of the siliceous ores 
that are not extensively used at the present tim.; also to as- 
certain whether it may not be possible to apply the informa- 
tion obtained as a result of this investigation to the mining, 
beneficiation and utilization of siliceous ores in other states, 
e. g., in Tennessee and Missouri. 


RAILROADS 


Improvements On the Norfolk Southern. 

The Norfolk Southern Railroad Co., during 1921 spent 
$468,000 for additions and betterments, most of this sum be- 
ing for the grade revision and other improvements west of 
Raleigh. The company also purchased $100,000 of new equip- 
ment. A published statement concerning the operating re- 
sults shows operating revenues, for the year, $8,056,975; 
operating expenses and taxes, $6,752,509; operating income, 
$913,377; other income, $94,111; total income, $1,007,488; 
operating deficit after interest, rentals, amortization and 
miscellaneous charges, $323,674. 

Notwithstanding the deficit it is noted that the financial 
status of the road was substantially strengthened, offsetting 
the deficit and showing an increase in profit and loss of $9827. 
The funded debt was reduced by bond retirements and, with 
the sale of securities, and miscellaneous credits, $296,161, 
was carried to profit and loss. The income account was 
debited with $37,340 for accrued interest and charges related 
to Federal control, so that the profit and loss account was 
better off by the sum named after deducting the operating 
deficit. 

It is also remarked that in addition to the improvement 
of the physical condition of the road there was more efficient 
work by the employees at lower wages and this, with rear- 
rangements in operating conditions, contributed to the favor- 
able showing. 





Some Big Equipment Orders. 

Pennsylvania Railroad directors have authorized the 
company to buy 250 new all steel passenger cars, which 
together with 50 of the same kind of cars for the Long Island 
Railroad, a subsidiary line, and the 20 dining cars recently 
ordered, make 320 cars which, it is estimated, will cost more 
than $9,250,000. The 250 cars for the Pennsylvania include 
190 regular passenger coaches, 35 combination passenger 
and baggage cars, and 25 combination baggage and mail cars. 
Bids will be invited immediately. 

Knoxville & Carolina Railroad, which has asked for a loan 
of $75,000 from the Government, provoses to spend the money 
on equipment and improvements. 

Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad has ordered 47 
locomotives from the Baldwin Locomotive Works, some being 
of Santa Fe type, some Mikado and some Pacific, besides 
8 Mountain type locomotives from the Lima Locomotive 
Works. 

Vicksburg, Shreveport & Pacific Railway has asked the 
Interstate Commerce Commission for Government loan of 
$408,966, which it is proposed to use for reconstruction of 
freight cars, purchase of new equipment, increase of shop 
facilities and minor betterments to the line. 

Pacific Fruit Express has ordered 700 refrigerator cars 
from the General American Car Co. 

Houston Electric Co., Houston, Tex., will purchase 35 new 
street cars estimated to cost $270,000. 





Railroads to Be Sold. 

The receiver’s sale of the Missouri & North Arkansas Rail- 
road is to take place April 10 at Harrison, Ark., according 
to a report from there which also says that the upset price 
is $3,000,000. J. C. Murray is receiver. 

Under an order of the Circuit Court of Franklin County, 
N. C.. the Franklin & Pittsylvania Railroad is to be sold in 
April by the commissioners F, K. Funkhouser, of Roanoke; 
Herbert N. Dillard, B. A. Davis and John P. Lee, of Rocky 
Mount, N C. The sale will include the equipment and all 
other property. Date of salé is yet to be announced. 
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Large Joint Railroad Terminal for Galveston. 

Galveston, Texas, March 10—[Special.]—As a result of 
marked prosperity of the Trinity & Brazos Valley Railroad 
through development of the Mexia oil field, the Burlington 
and the Rock Island railroads, joint owners of that property 
porpose to construct wharves and other water front im- 
provements and make Galveston their deep-water terminus. 
This information was given out by Hale Holden, president 
of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad who has just 
made an inspection of the water front land here owned by 
the Rock Island. Trains of the Trinity & Brazos Valley line 
will probably enter Galveston from Houston over the Galves- 
ton, Houston & Henderson Railroad. The Federal Govern- 
ment will dredge a deep-water channel to the proposed 
wharf, where slips for the accommodation of steamships will 
be provided. The two systems plan to operate through freight 
and passenger trains between Fort Worth and Galveston, 
using the track of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas between 
Fort Worth and Eagan. Later on the Trinity & Brazos 
Valley will be extended from Cleburne to Fort Worth, it is 
stated. The terminals at Galveston will be of the most 
modern type, and special provision will be made for handling 
wheat shipments. 


Extensive Railroad Financing Proposal. 

Atlanta, Birmingham & Atlanta Railway has requested 
a Government loan of $10,000,000 to take care of maturing 
bonds, to retire receivers’ certificates and for working capi- 
tal. A loan of $529,466 to pay for fuel and supplies is also 
asked. 

Seaboard Air Line has asked the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for a large amount of money which, although 
not specified, may, it is stated, amount to $14,000,000 to con- 
tinue operations and extend its lines. 

Interstate Commerce Commission has approved the request 
of the Birmingham ‘& Northwestern Railway for authority 
to issue $400,000 of first mortgage bonds to retire an equal 
amount matured March 1. 

New York Central Railroad has asked the Interstate Com- 
merce: Commission for authority to issue not more than 
$60,000,000 of 5 per cent refunding and mortgage bonds, 
Series C of the total $48,055,000 to reimburse the treasury 
for additions and betterments alresdy made and the rest to 
pay off bonds of subsidary companies which mature July 1. 
The company will otherwise pay 426,000,000 of notes given 
to the Government. 


New Station Twice the Capacity of Old One. 

The new freight station erected by the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas Railway at Oklahoma City, Okla., in place of the old 
station which was burned, is described as being of twice the 
capacity of its precedessor, although it occupies practically 
the same area. The building is 645 feet long altogether and 
45 feet wide for most of its length, although at the loading’ 
dock it is 53 feet wide. It is fireproof. Automatic scales 
weigh and register all ordinary shipments and a scale of 
20 tons capacity handles large shipments. There are ac- 
commodations to handle 50 cars at one time. On each side 
of the depot are 35 steel doors. 


Contract for Maintenance of Way and Repair. 

The Western Maryland Railway Company, it is announced 
has awarded a contract to the Dickson Construction & Repair 
Company, of. Youngstown, O., to take control of all main- 
tenance of way work on the line and also to similarly under- 
take shop repair work except where another contractor already 
has it in hand. There are about 3000 men employed in the 
maintenance of way work, and about 1000 in the several 


shops on the road. It is stated that the results of this policy 
will be economically advantageous to the company. 

In this connection it is interesting to note the introduction 
in Congress by Representative Beck, of Wisconsin, of a bill 
to require that railroad companies must have the approval 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission before letting such 
work to contract, upon the ground that some contractors have 
made huge profits out of contracts for engine repairs, etc. 


$700,000 Station for Winston-Salem. 

At a conference held recently at Winston-Salem, N. C., be- 
tween railroad officials and representatives of civic and com- 
mercial organizations of the city, president Fairfax Harrison, 
vf the Southern Railway Company, stated that the railroad 
companies which will use the union station that they are 
to erect there do not intend to ask the city to vote bonds *o 
finance its construction, but that they will look after t 
financing themselves. The improvement will cost, accordi 
to estimates, about $700,000. Alfred Fellheimer, archite: 
New York, has prepared plans, 

Others present at the meeting included H. W. Miller, vic 
president of the Southern Railway, H. E. Fries, of Winsto: 
Salem, president of the Winston-Salem Southbound Railwa: 
and J. E. Willoughby, chief engineer of the latter, who 
also chief engineer of the Atlantic Coast Line. At the con 
clusion of the meeting the railroads were unanimously aske: 
to proceed with their station plans. 

A site for the station has been selected on Wheeler Stree: 
and it will be built of red tapestry brick with limestone 
columns and trimmings. It will front on a parkway. 

The Winston-Salem Terminal] Company has just been: char- 
tered to erect the siation. Capital is $125,000. Stockholders 
are L. E. Jeffries, W. H. Miller, F. S. Wynn and C. D. Mackay, 
of Washington, D. C.; R. E. Simpson, of Charlotte, N. C., and 
A. D. Shelton, of Danville, Va. 


Franchise for a New Railroad Station. 

. A franchise has been granted by the Commission Council 
of New Orleans, La., for the construction of the Louisiana 
Railway & Navigation Company’s new station, an illustra- 
tion of which appeared in the MANUFACTURERS RECORD on 
February 2. Work is to begin immediately. Some small 
* buildings will first be removed and the site will be graded, 
after which actual erection of the building will commence. 
The granting of the franchise terminated a contest which 
began five years ago, sundry objections having been made to 
the location of the building at the site selected, while re- 
quirements proposed in the Council protracted consideration 
and discussion for a long period. 


Contract for a Santa Fe Line in Oklahoma. 

Maney Brothers, of Oklahoma City, have just been awarded 
a contract by the Santa Fe System to build the long-pro- 
posed line of the Osage County & Santa Fe Railway Co., from 
Owen to Pawhuska, about 35% miles. Connection is made 
with the main line of the Santa Fe at Owen and with the 
Midland Valley Railroad at Pawhuska. The route lies 
through country which is partly rolling and partly rough. 
Cc. F. W. Felt, chief engineer of the Santa Fe, at Chicago, is 
supervising the work. 


A New Interurban for Texas. 

J. H. Kirby and associates have asked a franchise of the 
Mayor and City Commissioners at Houston, Tex., for an inter- 
suburban railway which they propose to build from Houston 
to Seabrook and LaPorte, resorts on Galveston Bay. The 
line will pass through Harrisburg, Pasadena, the San Jacinto 
Battleground and Morgan’s Point. Conditions suggested are 
that construction must begin before January 1 next and the 
line be completed as far as Pasadena by October 1, 1923. 
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LUMBER AND BUILDING MATERIALS 


Common Brick Prices Slightly Higher. 

(he outstanding feature of the reports for February from 
nearly 100 manufacturers to the Common Brick Manufacturers’ 
Association of America, Cleveland, O., is a slight upward 
tendency in price, according to its monthly digest of March 1. 
This is noticeable especially in the minimum prices in the 
New York and New England district ; the Ohio, Michigan and 
W.st Virginia district; the Illinois, Indiana and Wisconsin 
district, and the Dakotas, Minnesota. Nebraska, Iowa, Kansas 
and Missouri district. In some of these same districts there 
has been a lowering of the maximum price, however. especially 
in the New England district where a month ago certain 
grades were selling at $20.00 per thousand, which ,are this 
month reported at $17.00. The report continues: 


“For fully a year the price of common brick throughout the 
country has been stepping down month by month. February 
is the first period in which there has been any tendency toward 
higher prices. An increase from $12.00 to $14.00 in the New 
England and New York district reflects to some extent the 
conditions in the New York City market. Brick is not being 
moved from plants to New York City by water, and with the 
unusual building activity in New York during the first two 
months of the new year it has been necessary to ship some 
brick by rail from Hudson River plants. High freight rates 
naturally have added to the “delivered on the job” price. 
Throughout the northern-central group of states there has 
been a demand exceeding that of any winter months in the 
past three or four years. The weather has been unusually 
favorable for operating some plants and there is a most hope- 
ful feeling on the part of the manufacturers in this section. 


“The developments in the industry since the first of the 
year are of a nature to encourage those engaged in the manu- 
facture of brick. Interest at this time centers on the proposed 
financial scheme of the Common Brick Manufacturers Associa- 
tion of America, which was announced by Secretary-Manager 
Ralph P. Stoddard at the Association’s annual meeting in 
St. Louis recently. It is proposed to form a corporation, 
the stock of which will be purchased by members of the 
Association and the funds used to purchase guaranteed second 
mortgages upon new brick construction. The corporation 
would operate through existing financial institutions through- 
out the country, such as banks, building and loan associa- 
tions, and mortgage companies. W:th proper safeguards the 
company would purchase a second mortgage from the com- 
pany making the first mortgage loan on any brick home 
operation. The second mortgage funds would help to bridge 
the gap between the ready funds of the builder and the total 
cost of the house. The working out of this plan would 
make it an inducement to every home builder to build with 
brick. The plan is looked upon with favor by many of the 
leading brick manufacturers of the country and the Executive 
Committee of the Association has the matter under considera- 
tion with authority to appoint a committee to work out 
details and start the corporation. 


“Another development of the past two days, which will 
tend to encourage brick construction, is the decree of the 
international organization of bricklayers voluntarily made 
and entered in the U. S. District Court, pledging that there 
shall be no restriction of production or other wasteful or 
annoying regulations so far as the bricklayers are concerned. 
There are more than 100.000 union bricklayers in the country 
and these are pledging. through their national officers, to give 
a full day’s work, to handle materials regardless of whether 
they are union or non-union origin, and not to discriminate 
against any contractor whether he is a member of a trade 
association or not. 


“The operation of the cost plus scheme during the war. 
when contractors openly strived for low production, resulted 
in a great deal of unfavorable publicity, regarding the brick- 
layer. While the bricklayer probably did not shirk more 
than any other trades, he was handling units which could 
easily be counted and the attack seemed to center on him. 
The national officers of the union have since that time made 
every effort to bring the bricklayer production back where it 
should be. This Association has made a thorough investiga- 
tion through contractors in various parts of the country and 
is assured that the bricklayers never have given better pro- 
duction than they are doing at the present time. 


“The current report shows 78 plants closed. Gut of this 


number all but ten are closed for seasonal reasons or for 
repairs. The quantity of brick on hand has decreased during 
the past month while orders on the books have increased 
slightly.” 


Modern Creosoting Plant to Be Erected. 

Louisville, Ky., March 11—[Special.]—The Producers Wood 
Preserving Co., of this city, recently organized, has purchased 
a tract of 200 acres on the Kentucky and Indiana Terminal 
Railroad near the Illinois Central and will erect a modern 
creosoting plant. The large acreage is required so that ties 
and timbers may be properly stored and seasoned, and sub- 
jected to treatment after seasoning. 

In a recent statement regarding the big plant Russell Lord, 
of Ayer & Lord Tie Co., Railway Exchange Bldg., Chicago, 
Ill., president and manager said: “We will build what is 
known as a two-cylinder creosote plant with necessary ar- 
rangements being made for doubling this capacity later. 
The Leonard Construction Co., of Chicago, Ill., will be in 
charge of material buying which will consist mainly of stee? 
tanks, creosote cylinders which are 130 feet long and 7’ 6” in 
diameter, fabricated for 250 pounds pressure. a quantity of 
tram cars, boilers, hydraulic pumps, air compressors and 
vacuum pumps, besides the necessary piping of which there 
is a good deal around the plant.” 

The output will consist in the main of railway ties and 
creosoted timbers. ‘The officers of the company are: Russell 
Lord, president; Oscar Bond, vice-president: Arthur Arm- 
strong, secretary-treasurer; L. R. Brooks, assistant secretary. 


Southern Pine Sales Decline. 

New Orleans, La., March 11—[Special.]—Reports from 129 
mills of the Southern Pine Association for the week ended 
March 3 shows an average sale per mill of 527,255 feet com- 
pared with the average for the preceding week of 543,227, 
the orders received totaling 3235 cars containing 68,015,875 
feet. Production for the week was 71,422,345 feet, or an 
average of 553,662 feet compared with the average of 563,357 
feet for February 24. Shipments amounted .to 3142 cars 
containing 66,060,550 feet. 

The increase in orders on hand during the week was .&84 
per cent, the average unfilled orders per mill amounting te 
1,819,722 feet. Shipments for the week were 7.51 per cent 
below production. Orders were 4.77 per cent below production 
and 2.96 per cent above shipments.

75 Miles of Highway in 21 West Virginia Counties— 
Proposals Opened April 4. 


Charleston, W. Va., March 11—[Special.]—Sealed proposals 
for the construction of 28 road projects will be received by 
the State Roads Commission on April 4, providing for about 
75 miles of highway and five bridges. The work will be 
done in 21 different counties: Kanawha, McDowell, Mercer, 
Mason, Wayne, Mingo, Roane, Richie, Wood, Pleasants, Tyler, 
Ohio, Webster, Marion, Monogalia, Harrison, Berkeley, Ham- 
shire, Jefferson, Hardy and Logan.

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State Highway Commission Takes Charge in Georgia 
—District System Established. 


Columbus, Ga., March 11—I[Special.]—On March 1 the 
miintenance of the entire system of Georgia state highways 
was taken over by the highway commission. Funds will be 
provided out of the automobile license fee, and in order to 
facilitate maintenance work and reduce costs to a minimum, 
counties have been grouped into 11 districts, containing as 
nearly as possible an equal mileage of roads. In each dis- 
trict is a resident engineer responsible to the state highway 
commission for the roads in that district. The roads are 
divided by districts into sections 50 miles long, and a fore- 
man and five patrolman are placed in charge of this section, 
which they must patrol and keep in repair, spending their 
entire time in the work. 

Each foreman is furnished materials and equipment for 
keeping his 50 miles of road in first class condition, and each 
district has two “betterment” machines for regrading, widen- 
ing, ete. 

This year $4,000,000 will be expended on road work here 
of which about one-half will be Federal aid. More roads 
will be built than ever before, because of the reduced costs 
of labor and materials. The projects this year call for a 
system of highways connecting every country seat in the 
state with a network of splendid, well-kept roads. All of 
the contracts are to be let before July 1 so that by fall the 
state will have a highway system in good condition. 





West Virginia to Expend $6,600,000 for Highways 
During 1922. 


Charleston, W. Va., March 11—[Special,]—Road construc- 
tion in West Virginia during 1922 will involve the expendi- 
ture of more than $6,600,000. This sum includes $600,000 
of Federal aid, the proceeds from the sale of state road 
bonds and other funds in the hands of the State Highway 
Commission. This big road building program is made pos- 
sible through the state bond issue of $15,000,000 of which a 
third will be available this year. In addition there is a 
large amount of work which will be done by the counties 
direct.
